sixty feet of descent. In the case of the 
Adalbert mines the increase—allowing 
the surface temperature to be 50 degrees 
—would be one degree for each 131 feet 
of descent; and the highest average in 
the I'omstock lo'de cannot be less than 
one degree to every 19 feet. 


Kaltenbach hat described an astonishing 


number of insects as found on some kinds 
of forest trees in Europe, only compara- 
tively few of which are particularly de- 
structive. Thus, 537 species are injurious 
to thi! oak, and 107 are obnoxious to the 
elm . the poplars afford a livelihood to 
20 kinds; the willows yield food to 390 
species, the birches harbor 270, the alder 
119, the beech 154, the hazel-nut 97, and 
the hornbeam 88. Among the coniferous 
trees, the junipers feed 33 species, and 
299 species prey upon the pines, larches, 
spruces and firs collectively. Little is 
known of the number of insects which 
attack the trees of the United States, 
but it is undoubtedly large.

the uses of fertilizing moss and of the 
malaria said to be the result of keeping 
pot plants in sitting and sleeping rooms, 
Mr. Thomas Meehan, than whom there is 
no better authority iu the country, writes 
to the Ledger as follows: 


"Fertilizing moss" is common swamp 


moss, partially dried and then steeped in 
manure water or similar fertilizing mate- 
rial. It can be bought at a high figure 
under this name in some European cities 
just now, or made at a very low figure by 
those who are not particular about the 
name. A few of the most progressive 
American florists practice what is known 
as "moss culture." 


It was first brought in general notice by 


the celebrated Peter Henderson. 
His 


plan is to grow the plants in ordinary 
earth, but to place a thick layer of swamp 
moss on the surface, instead of filling the 
pots wholly with soil. 
On this moss 


guano, bone dust, chicken manure, or any 
concentrated fertilizer, may be sprinkled. 
It is wonderful how luxuriantly plants 
grow when so treated. The little root- 
lets run riot among the moss. 
They get 


the benefit of air with the moisture in this 
way to an extent they never can in com- 
mon earth, and they can be kept perfectly 
healthy in very small pots.

times very dry, that make dangerous sur- 
roundings. 
We may sleep out for weeks 


on a grassy prairie loaded down with the 
weight of centuries of decaying vegetable 
matter without injury—but as soon as the 
settler comes with with his plough, agues 
generally prevail. Then ague rarely pre- 
vails till the sun has, in some measure, 
dried the ground. In my intercourse 
with scientific men, I find the tendency of 
thought to be in the direction of blam- 
ing bacterian forms for these diseases. 
The ground, when divested of its grassy, 
prairie covering, cracks under great heat. 
In muddy meadows, by rivers, it cracks 
more widely and more deeply than any- 
where. 
Down in these deep fissures, 


aided by the damp and darkness, the 
germs rind a happy home. There they 
increase and multiply. As long as the 
weather remains dry, there is no harm 
done; but a heavy rain, or the overflow 
of a river, fills up the crevices. 
The 


germ-laden air is, of course, forced out 
as the waters flow in, and the whole at- 
mosphere becomes poisoned. 
I do not 


think this view of the origin of malarial 
rliscasnc U ani'thinsL more than an hvnoth- 
esis at present. It has not yet been 
proved. It is scarcely in the rank of a 
theory; yet there are many facts which 
make it look as if it it may be correct. 
Now, 
if this really be correct, we may 


understand that, in some rare instances, 
plants in sleeping rooms might induce 
malarial fever. Large masses of earth, 
as plants in tubs or large pots require, 
might have stiff earth cracking open when 
dry, and ferment germs might then feed 
on diseased or injure, and be forced into 
the atmosphere when the forgotten water- 
ing time was brought to mind. 


This so rarely happens, as no careful 


plant-grower would permit it, that I 
should say no more injury is likely to re- 
sult from it than from keeping a box of 
parlor matches or a can of coal oil in the 
house. 


Ou the other hand, the moisture which 


the plants transpire and the carbonic 
acid ejected from our lungs as we sleep, 
and which the plants are glad to feed on 
whenever there is the least light to help 
them, makes a heavy weight in the bal- 
ance to their advantage. 


No amount of plants in a sleeping room 


can equal the mass about a person who 
sleeps iu the open air, and it is well 
known that there is no better health re- 
storer than a blanket and a piece of can- 
vas, and a few weeks of camping out. 


The writer of this might not, perhaps, 


be living now but for just such an expe- 
rience.

On a full examination of the question 


of patriarchal longevity the disparity o 
their ages to those of latter times disap- 
pears. A very light error in the transla 
tion of the Hebrew numbers had led to al 
this apparent disparity. 
The age of thi 


antediluvians was not to exceed 120 years 
Genesis vi., 3 : "And the Lord said, Mj 
spirit shall not always strive with man 
for that he is also flesh, yet his days shal 
be 120." This was the regular good old 
age of men, with special variations, hot! 
before and for some time after the days 
of Abraham. 


In reading concrete numbers tho He- 


brews gave the large numbers first, thus 
Ninety and seven for 97, forty and seven 
for 47. 
The reversal of this rule in the 


translation of Genesis v,, 3-5, as an illus- 
tration, will show the error in all similar 
cases. "Adam lived a 130 years, and be- 
gat a son," etc. This is correct, accord- 
ing to the rule. Seth was born when 
Adam was 130 years old, and was his last 
child. But if the rule were here reversed 
as it is in the authorized version, in the 
fifth verse, it would read thus : Adam 
lived 3,000 years, and begat a son * This 
shocked the consciousness of the Christian 
translator, and be was driven to the rule 
of the Hebrew uses in case of concrete 
numerals. 


In the fifth verse we have the force of 


the violated rule thus: "And all the days 
that Adam lived were 930 years, and he 
died ?" A. V. The true reading of the 
rule would be "and all the days of Adam, 
which he lived, were a hundred years, 
and thirty and nine years, and he died," 
making the entire age of Adam 139 years, 
instead of 930 years. 


It will be seen on examination, that 


concrete numeral adjectives in Hebrew, 
as in other languages, agree in number 
with nouns. In the case cited in the A. 
V. tha nine is made to agree with hun- 
dreds in the singular and not with years 
in the plural. The error is seen at a glance, 
for the difference between "nine years 
and "nine hundred years" is too great to 
be overlooked in any careful translation 
of a sacred book. The translator as- 
sumed that nine here agreed with the 
hundred, when it had no such agreement; 
hundred in the text is itself a concrete 
numeral, and separately agrees with years, 
meaning a hundred of years ; at the date 
of this writing "nine hundred," or any 
number of hundreds above one, without 
repetition or circumlocution. There wore 
none of the masoretic points in use. In 
the case of the age of Terah, the father 
of Abraham, the translators have made 
the attempt to make two hundred out of 
one hundred in the word mathini, used in 
the plural as it might be to agree with 
years, thus making Terah 205 instead of 
105 years old at his death ; holding the 
theory that the word mac (or 100) would 
in the plural, matliim, make 20. This is 
contrary to all rule. The Hebrews could, 
by pluralizing a numeral less than 10, add 
tenfold to the unit, thus: heinosh, 5, 
hemosnem, ou. mis ruie applied in case 
of Terah, would make him ten times 105 
years old, or 1,050 years old. In the case 
of Terah the historic record conclusively 
contradicts the translation, and hence 
demonstrates the rule that pluralizing 100 
does not in the Hebrew tongue, make 200, 
while as to the numerals between 2 and 
10 the rule might apply thus: Slielesh, 3, 
sheleshim, 30, and in like manner to 10. 
With these corrections, referring to the 
ages of the patriarchs before theNoachian 
de'.uge, the article of M. de Solaville 
would show a wonderful uniformity in the 
age of man since the dawn of history. 


Prom Adam to the flood the ages would 


read as in the table below, subject to a 
few uncertainties in the numbers below 
100, as the numerals are sometimes plur- 
alized for purposes of agreement, when 
they were not increased tenfold. 
The 


cases are not always certain ; the table 
to the flood is substantially true. The 
table is added, giving the ages of each at 
the time of his death :

years.

Nothing is more strengthen- 
ing, and we have known several persons, 
who, after using this simple tonic for a 
few weeks, had put aside the spectacles 
they had used for years, and did not re- 
sume them, continuing, of course, tha oft- 
repeated daily use of salt water. Never 
force your eyesight to read or work in 
insufficient or too broad light. Reading 
with the sun upon one's book is mortally 
injurious to the eyes.

Paris where nothing but forgeries of the 
more famous modern masters are sold. 1 
know such a one, whcro an American 
gentleman was on the point of purchasing 
u landscape, said to bo by Diaz, forf fcOu! 
Fortunately, being a wise and wary gen- 
tleman, he took a noted American art 
dealer who chanced to be at that time in 
Paris, to sec the painting. This gentle- 
man at once pronounced it to be a for- 
gery. 
Addressing 
the shopkeeper, he 


asked him if were willing to guarantee 
the picture as a genuine Diaz. Tho an- 
swer was in the affirmative. 
"Then I 


will buy it," quoth the American dealer, 
"but on one condition, namely, that you 
get from one of the great art experts of 
Paris, (jcorge Potit, Bramcor Duraml 
Huel, n certificate as to its genuineness." 
This the man positively refused to do, 
saying sullenly that his word was sufficient. 
"Your 
word!" quoth his adversary. 


"Why, 1 do not know you or your stand- 
ing in the art-.world at all. Moreover, if 
the picture you are now trying to. sell is 
a real Diaz, you could readily dispose of 
it for five times the sum that you now 
nsk. It is a forgery and you know it, and, 
consequently, it is not worth the hire of a 
cab to take it home." 
In another in- 


stance a gentleman was offered a supposed 
water-color by Detaille at a very moder- 
ate price. On investigation the so-called 
water-color turned out to be a painted 
photograph. Then I heard of a third 
case, wherein an American art-collector 
bought several pictures from an English- 
man. 
Soon after ho had them hung in 


his gallery, lie happened to invite a wnll 
known art dealer of New York to dine 
with him. He showed him his gallery 
and was particularly anxious to huve his 
guest's opinion of his later purchases. 
"Three of your pictures are forgeries," 
was the answer, and the paintings in ques- 
tion were promptly designated, much to 
their possessor's horror. "But," con-

State Committee, and signed by you as 
Chairman. Mr. Harrison informs me 
that, although he is within three-fourths 
of an hour's r.de of the Republican Head- 
quarters, and always willing to attend 
any meeting of the Committee, he had 
no notice of a-iy such meeting as this or- 
der imports, and docs riot know that one 
was held. 


Fntil I received this information, I 


supposed thei e had been a call for the 
meeting of tie Convention ordered by 
the CommittC'.1, although in my view of 
the matter it is not important whether 
the order by the Committee was actual 
or constructive. My reasons for not rec- 
ognizing and obeying any such cull are 
already partially understood; but as I 
shall not attend the Convention, I pro- 
pose to state them more fully, and as 
others as well as you have a right to an 
explanation fur my absence, and espe- 
cially the delegates, I will communicate 
with you through the medium of the pub- 
lic press. 


The reasons are based both upon prin- 


ciple and policy, and grow out of the 
peculiar political complications of this 
campaign. The Republican party of the 
State is divided into two sections, one 
under the Regular organization and the 
other on an Independent basis ; and while 
the former has the prestige of regularity 
according to ancient customs, the latter 
is of sufficient magnitude to be feared, 
and of such substantial character as to 
command respect. 


And what is remarkable about these 


two branches of the party, they both sub- 
scribe to the same political faith, cherish 
the same principles of public policy, and 
equally admire the achievements and are 
proud of the history of the great Ilepub- 
can party ; am!, moreover, they have both 
placed in nomination candidates for State 
offices whose characters are without re- 
proach, and wh')se qualifications are above 
criticism.

as that the appointments are made in the 
interests of ambitions politicians for the 
purpose of increasing or perpetuating 
their power, and that conventions for the 
nomination of cindidates are packed with 
delegates for the same purpose by meth- 
ods inconsisent with a fair representation 
of the Republic in masses, and that such 
conventions do not express the real sen- 
timents of the jieople. The justness and 
truth of these allegations were recognized 
and admitted by the Peace Conference, 
to which you were a party, by the decla- 
ration of a new code of party principles, 
and the adoption of new rules and regu- 
lations for the selection and government 
of delegates to nominating conventions, 
which principles and rules were ratified 
and adopted as part of the platform by 
the Regular Convention, held at Ilarris- 
burg, May 10th.

a platform containing the rules above re- 
ferred to, the Convention adjourned sine 
die, and passed out of existence. 
Amon« 


which he gave for the platform was an act 
of insincerity on his part. Whatever use 
any other members of the- party may feel 
at liberty to make of the action of the 
Convention in adopting thcso rules, it is 
requiting too much to ask the delegates 
who were parties to their adoption to 
stultify themselves by repudiating them 
upon the first opportunity. 


So far as I am concerned, I propose to 


keep faith with the people to whom we 
made the pledge that they should have a 
fair opportunity to be represented in 
nominating conventions, and I am unable 
to bee why every man should not carry 
the same good faith and fair dealing into 
politics which he practices in business, 
and which substantial and successful busi- 
ness men everywhere find not only to ac- 
cord with their conscientious convictions, 
but to inure to their interest and advan- 
tage to pursue. Even a question of pol- 
icy, there is no reason why a campaign 
should be a tournament of sharp practices 
and political tricks to beguile and deceive 
the people, especially in the Republican 
party. The substantial strength of that 
party lies in the vast business and finan- 
cial interests which can be preserved only 
by its success, and which would be jeop- 
ardized, if not destroyed, by Republican 
defeat. 
These considerations have sus- 


tained the party for years,»even in defi- 
ance of the ambitious projects and base 
uses which designing men have made of 
this assured and inherent strength. 


Like a man of robust cousuitition, the 


politicians, assuming that they were the 
party, have presumed upon its inherent 
strength and vitality to make overdrafts 
upon its resources until it has shown 
symptoms of premature decrepitude. For 
this reason the time has arrived to re- 
move every just and imaginary cause of 
dissatisfaction; and, recognizing that 
fact, the new rules were adopted, and in 
addition to their eminent fairness and the 
imperative demand upon everyone con- 
cerned in their adoption to sustain them, 
they should he put in practice on the 
first opportunity as a mere matter of pol- 


icy. 
Their propriety is admitted, and

the rules it was resolved and ordained 
that delegates to nominating conventions 
shall be elected in the several districts as 
candidates for the Senate and House of 
Representatives are nominated. Within 
two weeks after the adjournment of the 
Convention there was a vacancy on the 
ticket by the declination of Mr. Marshall, 
and the question was at once asked, how 
shall it be filled ' The answer which I 
gave was that it mint be done by a new 
convention composed of delegates elected 
under the rules adopted by the old one, 
and I gave notice that if any other course 
was attempted there would be trouble. 


The State Committee is a body created

have no doubt it is true that you have

—The fastest steamship in the world,

TO PBE7E5TT CONSUMPTION.' 


Dr. Wesley Miller read a paper en- 


titled "Prevention of Tubercular Disease 
in Man and Do uestic Animals," before 
the New York Academy of Scieftce last 
Monday evening 
This was called out by 


the recent researches of Dr. Koch, Gov- 
ernment Advisci in the Imperial Health 
Department at Berlin, who discovered 
that consumption could be conveyed by 
inoculation. 
lie fourd by microscopic 


examination of the diseased organs of a 
great number of diseased men and ani- 
mals that the tubercles were infected by 
minute parasites, which he differentiated 
from the surrounding tissues by means 
of a special dye. 
Transferring the dis- 


eased matter by inoculation to healthy 
animals, he reproduced the disease. He 
cultivated the parasite artificially through 
many gencratioi.s, and again 
produced 


the disease by infecting healthy animals 
with these. 
A natural discussion fol- 


lowed as the feasibility of modifying the 
tubercular virus by cultivation, and using 
this in the form of vaccination as a means 
to prevent consumption. 


The essayist 
last 
Monday evening 


pointed out that a related disease might 
be transmitted Irom man to animals by 
means of inocculation, and back from an- 
imals to man, th is giving protection from 
or lessening the severity of disease. Pas- 
teur, he said, found that his chickens 
when inoculated with a mitigated virus ol 
chicken cholera were fortified not against 
this disease only, but against anthrax; 
and it has also b;cn shown that when an- 
imals are vaccinated with bovine virus, as 
in propagating \accineto prevent small- 
pox in man, thi' operation gives immu- 
nity to the animal from other contagious 
diseases. Thou;;h this is not a principle 
to be relied upo'i, no such vicarious ac- 
tion in other casos has been known to ex- 
ist. 
Vaccination, as electricity, the es- 


sayist said, is a mysterious agency that 
exists in life itself, and all we can do is 
simply to render it harmless transform 
it into dificrent degrees of virulence, and 
modify its character, as a. preventive. 


The essayist referred to a paper written 


by him in 1ST!!, in which he alleges the 
possibility of preventing consumption ol 
the lungs in man by means of vaccination 
with the modified form of tuberculosis ol 
the bovine. 
Experiments in this sort 


were made by him. But this modified 
virus was first rendered harmless by hav- 
ing been carried through a series of gen- 
erations of the bovine animal. 


Dr. Miller expressed the belief that at 


no distant day a preventive for consump- 
tion would be found in vaccination.— 
ft. Y. Sim. 


A few years a^o large farms were all 


tho rage in .England. Small holding:, 
were scouted, and confident prediction! 
were made that I hey would share the fate 
of the hand loom and the spinning wheel. 
Now the tide has turned, and it is running 
as strongly in the other direction. 
Large 


farms cannot be let; small holdings are 
snapped up at once. According to Land, 
there is all through the west and the 
midlands the l.euncst competition for 
small farms, and men who a few years 
ago were in possossion of farms of 200 or 
liOO acres, without possessing the capital 
necessary for their proper cultivation, are 
now taking farm-, of forty or fifty acres, 
upon which, if tliey have less capital thai 
they had live or :.ix years ago, they will 
have a larger lapitul in proportion to 
their holding, tvid better security than 
they had to encourage them in the free 
uscoftlieircapil.il and skill alike.
